Thousands of peasants, men and 
women, surged by, selling and buying. 
The base of cach ‘of their costumes was 
white. A snowy white skirt, a winte 
waist, a white head-scarf, that would be 
vour final analysis. Then there was 
bead-work at the front of the waist, and 
again you might note the huge slippers. 
In the case of the men, on the other 
hand, there were white, loose trousers— 
something after the fashion of the 
bloomer of the Turk or of the Dutth 
boys of the Netherlands, A heavy belt,a 
loose white jacket, then a hat of brown 
or of black, and vou had him analyzed. 
Every village had its modifications, and 
there mist have been hundreds of varied 
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The entire market, as a 
result, was a great picture: in daintiest 
colors.

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SOME RUINED CITIES OF ASIA MINOR’ 


By Ernesr L. Harris 
Auretcas CossuL GHUNERAL To SMYRNA 


/ N the top of Mount Pagus, which 
overlooks the bay and modern 
city of Smyrna, stand the rum 

af a toedieval castle. Li it had never 
been destroyed it would probally be to- 
day as interesting @ sight as the castle of 
Heidelberg or the Alhambra of Grenada, 
But only a few old walls are left, and 
even these are being rapidly torn to 
pieces in order ta furnish the necessary 


aving wterial for the streets of 
Siva. Ih Gernnany everything is 


done to preserve or Testore the old mon- 
unental castles which. ornament the 
length and breadth of that country. Tn 
Tytkey everything is done, on the. con- 
trary, to hasten and complete their ruin. 

Mount Pague has a history of its own. 
It has-been the center of centuries of 
strite. Alexarcler the Great once spent 
a night upon its summit, and when be 
awike in the morning be was $0 iM- 
pressed by the natural beanty of the sur- 
roundime scene that he declared it was 
a situatiim worthy of a city, [tts claimed 
that he induced the inhalitants of the an- 
cient city across the hay to remove to the 
Pagus. King Lyaimachis tilt an acrop- 
olis where the castle now stands, and 
upon the slopes of the hillside were 
erouptd a stadium, theater, and other 
public buildings. 

Smyrna then rose rapidly to affluence 
and power, It was one of the Asiatic 
cities which competed and wor the per- 
mission to erect a temple in honor of 
Tiberius, the riins of which have en- 
tirely disappeared. | 

Smyrna wis one of the seven golilen 
candlesticks of Asia, being the seat of one 


of the Seven, Chorches: Polycarp was. 


martyred in the stadiom in) rss A. D, 
Apart from the disasters of war, the 
ald city on the Pagus was often destroyed 


by earthquakes. but the Byrintine Greeks. 


being hard pressed by the Turks, as often 


restored its fortifications and castle. 
Smirna was slways the center of conflict, 
because it could be strongly fortified! and 
easily provisiimed from the sea, It was 
the scene of tertifie contests between 
Oumar and the Knights of Rhodes. Then 
came the strugele of the Genoese and 
Venetians for commerce and trade, espe 
cially the former, who obtained treaties 
with Smyrna, Chios, and Phocia. 

The Genoese influence ane establish: 
ments were so numerous in this: country 
foo vears ago, and the impression ther 
created was so powerful, that even unto: 
this dav al! the ruins scattered over the 
countryside are known by the name of 
Genoese. Ruins of Genoese castles are 
very numerous along the coast of the Le- 
vint and in the islands of the archipei- 
ago. In tgo2 Tamerlane wrench 
Mount Pagus from the Knigtt= of 
Rhodes and built a wall with their skulls. 
When the Tartar chieftain retired the 
Turks agnin took possession, and with 
the exception of one short penod there- 
after, when the Venetians stormed the 
city and slaughtered the inhabitants, 
Mount Pagus and Smyrna have remained 
in the tndisputed possession of the -aul- 
tans, As the remains of antiquity have 
disappeared fram Smyrna it has become 
a very interesting modern half Oriental, 
half Kurapean city. 

The Yuruks, to whom | have referred 
several times, are nomads who wander 
over Asia Minor and haye no special 
place where they remain for any great 
length of time. They speak Turkish 
and elaim te he Moslems. They are al- 
Wave acconipanied by their flocks and 
herds, which often consist of many thot 
san cheep, cattle, and camels, They are 
by no means poverty-stricken and are, as 
a tule, quite hospituhle to, the traveler 
when they are well paid. In traveling 
over Asia Minor, far from the searoast 
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cities and tailway comrourications, the 
traveler often meets with the Yuruks, and 
to a certain extent must depend upon 
them for information and feed. While 





visiting the rains of Hierapolis, I became: 


the guest, for an hour or so, of the 
Yuruks encamped at that ancient place. 
The Turkish coffee served was the best 
that I have ever had in this country. 
Cooked In a little brass pot imbedded 
among lowing embers of charcoal 
heaped in a large brazier, this coffee, 
served in tiny cups, produced a drink the 
alatableness and fragrance of which, 
taper

Asin Minor in sotne respects if a 
rtaman’s paradise.

in womleock, and, strange to say, they 
seek shelter for the most part among the 
ruins of the ancient cities. Snipes are 
frequent among the marshes: In the 
month of September vreat flights of quail 
settle to rest in this part of the country, 
and more especially in the island of Mity- 
lene, befiare they continue their way to 
African. Duting-a visit to that island last 
autumn T saw thousands of quail brought 
into the market of the littkhe town, Ther 
were all alive, and had been caueht in 
mets at a certain place in a deep ravine 
near the coast, where they settle a few 
hours each vear in ther onward fight 
across the Mediterranean, 


Ducks are very numerous, Near the 


rum of Ephesus there is a vast marsh 


where thousands of them may be seen in 
the month of January. Nearly every 
other kind of water fowl are to be founed 
in more or less numbers throughout the 
country. Partridges are also. plentiful. 
This yilayet is: neted for wild boar. The 
Meander plain is their home, but they 
often come a3 far-as the suburban towna 
of Smyrna. The brown bear is said to 
be numerous in the interior of the coun- 
try, and leopards are often shot among 
the hills not far from Smyrna. Hare is 
abundant everywhere. Wildest, panther, 
amountain tion, and lynx are:said to exist 
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in some titmbers in the interior, Deer 
are plentiful in the highlands, and foo 
hunting is good, 
LESEOS, Of MITYLENS 

Rising up like a huge promontory 
from the sea, the Island of Mitylene may 
be seen frova far away, It is, and ever 
hae been, one of the most prosperous 
ilunds of the Atgean Sea It has an 
aren of about forty miles in circumfer- 
enec, the auriace of which is broken by 
two deep inlets: The mountain ‘tops, 


among them the lofty Olympus, are cov- 


ered with forest. and the little streams 
which flaw through the deep valleys 
never goudry. [tis an attractive island. 
The ancient JEolians termed it the pearl 
of their race, and Terpander and Sappho 
anne at its beauty im their lyrics wo Venn 
thin twenty-six centres aro. 

There are a few antique remains: in 
Mitvlene, Here and there traces of the 
walls of ancient Lesbos may be seen, as 
well as remnants of a theater, The castle 
of Mitylene ts the finest moniiment of the 
midille ages to be found anywhere in the 
Orient. Tt is built upon the site of the 
old Lesbian acropolis, which at that time 
was disconmected from the mainland. by 
a marrow sheet of water. This castle 
was built by the Genoese, anda visit to it 
will be rewarded by a splendid view of 
the town and harbor, At one time it 
mist have beena strongiv fortified posi- 
tion: ‘Today it is the headquarters of & 
stitial Turkish garrison, 

The writer visited Mitylene on two oe- 
casions in the summer of 1907, and spent 
in ail about a fortnight there. One ex- 
cursion Was made té the entrance of the 
Bay of Hiera, and the other to the center 
of the island. In Roman times a huge 
ajjueduct brought water fromthe hase of 
Mixing Olympus ta Mitylene. Many of 
its arches may be seen not far from the 
town, and they give a good idea of the 
gigantic works executed by the ancients 
in this respect, There are several Genoese 
castles of note in different parts of the 
island, which tell the tale of the ascend- 
ancy of this stafaring people in the 
middle ages. Occasionally one stumbles

ing above thé water. In 1870 Mr |, T, 
Wood, alter searching for seven years, 
discovercd the whereabouts of the temple 
and made this excavation, The destruction 
of [Manas marvel has heen exoeptionally 
thorough. Throughout hundreds of years 
it Was ised f= a rer Lely for adorn- 
ing the mosques and public buildings of 
Constantinople and Avasalouk. 

The temple at Ephésus was one of the 
most remarkable structures ever reared 
by man. As an example of what an im- 
exhatstible mme of treasure and relics 
the site of Ephesus is, | have hut to state 
that in 1904 Mr Hogarth, an English 
arcineciogist, succeeded iti making sanie 
new discoveries of note upon the site of 
the terigle. Mr Wood, in his statement, 
says that he went to such depth thut he 
found the original charcoal which wis 
placed in lavers upon the natural soi] as 
a foundation. for the temple: Mr Hie 
garth (put ip steam suction pumps in 
order to keep the shaft clear of water, 
and, fiercing through this layer of. char- 
coal, succeeded in finding the pavements 
of two former teinples. At some consi 
erable distance under the altar he on- 
earthed a large stone_box fille! with gold 
coms and ivory figures dating from the 
tite of Solomon. 

The theater at Ephesus was one of the 
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largest in Asia Minor, and had a seating 


capacity of 24,500 persons. Jt has been 
entirely excavated, and one may dis- 
tinctly see sixty-six rows of seats one 
above the other, The proscenitim stands 
today m ruins, althoangh enough still re- 
itains preserved to give a good idea of 
its mmagiiheent proportions,  Hantlsomne 
shaits of polished granie and toarble pil- 
lars adorn the front entrance. It was in 
this theater that Samt Paul's preaching: 


arotse| the fanaticisn of the sviths and 


eniftsniim whe tide a living from the 
nnntactire of litte portable shrines or 
models of the Temple of Dina. 

The ruins of Ephesus are so yast that 
it is practically impossible for anybody ta 
aheqnately dentin, Gicen, anil while 
Itimy monuindots have been fully studied, 
vet | am not aware thal anvbody has ever 
thoroughly covered or explained the iden- 
tity or history of all that ix extant above 
the earth's surface: | | 

What is most needed at Ephesus is a 
svetematic excavation of the entire city, 
opon the same haisis and thoroughness as 
has characterized the work of the Ger- 
mans at ["riene, 

Ephesns was one of the twelve lonian 
cities, and later became the seat of one of 
the Seven Churches. As the tenninal 
point of one of the greatest highways 
lewling into: the interior of the country, 
the city soon rese to comme»rcial opti- 
lence. Ip was the home of Heraclitus, 
who exerted such a powerful influence 
tipon the earlier Grecian. philosophy, + Tt 
was from Ephesus that Mithridates 
mstied that famous decree which doomed 
to massacre no less than one hundsed and 
fifty thousand) ‘helpless Roman. men, 
women, and children. The Roman ém- 
perors, with the exception perhaps. of 
Nero, who cansed the temple to be plun- 
dered, following the example of Alexan- 
der the Great, did a great deal for Ephe- 
sus in the way of rebuilding the city after 
earthquakes, building embankments for 
the Cayster, and in dredging the inner 
harher. In 260 A. -D. cS Goths ae- 
stroved the citv and temple 

Cinder Seljuk and Byzantine rule 
Ephesys gradually declined and became 
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deserted. The real cause of this decline, 
however, is probably doe to the choking 
up of the harbor and the rise of Smyrna 
and Constantinople, rather than the many 
wars which raged about the city on land 
orsea. Lin the third and fourth centuries, 
however, before her decline, Ephesus at- 
tained a degree of considerable proeper- 
ity and retained a certain ascendancy in 
church affairs, us is shown by the fact 
that no less than six councils were |eld 
here, Por some time during the early 
middle ages, Ephesus and Miletus, far- 
ther down the coast, continued to rival 
euch other as a gateway to the commerce 
of the interior districts,

Ephesus ts about forty-eight miles dis- 
tant from Smyrna, and can by reached 
from this city in three hours. The trains 
are so arranged thal the visitor who 
wished to view the riins may have about 
four hours at hs disposal Anybotly 
who takes advantage of this opportunity 
carries away impressions which last for a 
lifetime. = 

Yet very few people who visit Smyrna 
ever go to Ephesus: Only the other day 
(February 20, 1908) a German tourist 
steamer, with two hundred and fifty pas- 
sengers, stopped a dav in the harbor, and 
nobody went to Eptesas The Arabre, 
coming from New York, calle fora day 
at this port every spring, and only a lim- 
ited number of tourists ever go to sec 
Ephesis. To am inclined to think. that 
this ix due to both femeronece and indit- 
ference. | 

Ephesus is the only ruined city im Asia 
Minor of any importance which may be 
easily and comfortably reached. 1 know 
by experience that the others can only he 
visited after hours, or even dave, of 
horsehack riding from the. nearest ratl- 
way station, at considerable expense, 
hardships, and constant danger from 
tirigands. In many cistricts the rovern- 
ment Hatly refiises to permit: the traveler 
to go, even when guarded be mounted 
police, 

It therefore seetis a sin for anv one to 
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came to. this foal part sire: 
faking advantage of the opportunity o 
secing the only really accessible and one 
of the most important of the ruined! an- 
cient cortices: which abound in Asia Minor. 
MAGNESIA 

At one time Magnesia must have sur- 
passed in magnificence and splendor all 
the other towns of fonia, Lydia, and 
Phrygia, for the simple reason that the 
Persian Satrap for many years gave this 
city the preference as his residence. Such, 
at least, is the opition of tnany, and an 
inspection of the ruins certainly give this 
impression, The city was built near the 
base of Mount Thorax, und the walls 
may still be cistinetly traced almost the 
entire way around the site. The ruins.of 
all the public buildings show that a snow- 
white marble was used, the quarries of 
which existed in Mount Pactyas, the 
same source, itis claimed, which supphed 
the Ephesians with the necessary material 
forcamany of their monumental structures, 

A band of sore fifty gipsies have 
squatted among the ruins, and they carn 
a living by weaving baskets. At least 
the women earn the hving, while the men 
spend the day in amoking cygarettes and 
irinking eottee, The straw huts.of these 
sccple are net only filthy in the extreme, 
but they ‘are ale the haunts of every 
kind of vermin, From one of the fore- 
most cities in Asia Minor to a wretched 
ripsy village is a steep descent, and the 
contrast is complete, Of Magnesia, as 
of Babylon, the denunciation is fulfilled: 
_"T shall make it a possession for the 
hittern: and pools of water, .. . 
The cormorant and the bitten shall pos- 
sees it; the ow] also and the raven. shall 
dwell in it; and he shall ¢tretch ont upon 
tt the line of confusion ond the stones of 
i gia i 

As if to prove to me how literally this 
is trite, os [ approached the @ymnasiom 
im the plain a startled owl rose up from 
the “stones of emptiness” and took refuge 
in a deep crack in the wall. Pools, too, 
have jaken possession of the ancient site, 
and the winding Lethaus seeks its way 
over broken pillars:and marble fragments 
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among places where the reed and cat-tail 
grow to the neat Moeancer. 
Unlike Ephesus, Hierapolis, and Lao- 
il icea, Magnesia is not a place where one 
Cares lone ti tarry by the way. There 
hangs over the spot a spell which ts 
fraught with desolation, and fever lingers 
in the nooks-of ruin. And vet there once 
was life in that maninate mass, wherein 
culture, prt, and learning sat enthroned. 
If these scattered heaps could but ‘tell 
their stories, and All up the gap of cen- 
tories! Sad havoc time has with that 
city made, mid the intervening years 
since last 7¢ wae the abode of man, have 
cast over ita cloud of gloom and mystery, 
The peasants, Turk and Greek alike, 
shun the site with superstitious dread, 
for fre that quagmire whost-bke phan- 
tome tise at midnight anid hover about 


the temple. Stel, at least, are the stories: 


toll by the country people, anid a= they 
are an exceedingly superstitions lot, it is 
easy to account for their fears concern- 
ing the ruins of Magnesia. And even 
the stranger is glad) when he las turned 
his back forever upon this scene of deso- 
“ation.

MILETUS 


Ancient Miletus stom at the point 
where the River Micantler flowed into the 
sea, and, like Eptiesns and Smyma, it 
formed one of the chief gateways of com- 


munication between Greece and Remie 


with the interior of Asia Minor. So 
faveruble was the situation of the eity 


and such the genive and energy of the 


people that the commerce of Miletus soon 
extended! ti) remote regions; even in the 
earliest days of Tomian histery the navi- 
gators of this. town, im quest of trade, 
cought the Euxine Sea, the Propontis, 
Revpt, and the confines of Greece and 
Italy. 

Merchants aml travelers from abroad 
were in turn eager to vier its shores and 
enjoy the splendid hospitality of its citi- 
zens, It became celebrated for hixury, 
art, and learning, anc there grew up 
within its precincts a great «chool of his- 
torians aml philosophers, Its sons were 
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reowrned in war, and as the head ot the 
lonian Wanton it bore the brunt of the on- 
daugtits of Darius and Alexander, The 
wennen were noted for their beauty and 
wit, ‘The fame of its theater and-tem-— 
ples were proverbial inthe ancient world, 

One of the finest sights in the whole 
of Asia Minor ts the gigantic theater) of 
Miletus: Those who admire the Coll- 


sent at Rome should go to Miletus and 
sce ite equal, Unquestionably nothing: 


like it in the shape of a theater exists 
anywhere else in the world. The length 
of the: stage nlone ws 140 meters. (455.31 
feet) and the upper semicirelé of seats is 
no less than one-half a kilorneter (1640.41 
feet) in semi-cireumference. (Initmense 
staircutes ascend wp through the en- 
trances of the wings and sities, while 
hiwe arched corridors Jead to the stage, 
pit, aml upper galleries, We have be- 
fore ws here one of the grandest heritages 
of antiquity. ‘The storms of war which 
have erst and spent themselves: upon 
this theater during the past two thousand 
five hundred] vears have have left it 
scarred and weather-beaten, to he sure, 
vet only the more solemn and imposing 
on that account, 

In Miletus philosophic thoughe and 
culture first took root, and the Tonian 
school, if T may so term it, maintained 
an intellectual supremacy over the world 
at large for a period of more than one 
thousand vears. The dominating phi- 
losophy of the ancient world was: the 
Grecian, to which the Tonian cities con- 
tiboted an important part. It began in 
the sixth century [Th C. and ended in the 
sixth century A. BD. Tt hae its birth in 
the same period as the ascendancy of the 
Persian Empire, and its last school ceased 
to exist with the downfall of the western 
Raman Empire. A peciuliar fate decreed 
that some of the fret Grecian philos 
ephere were compelled to flee From Per- 
sin persecution when the storm clonds 
beran to gather about the Tonian cities, 
ated after the lapse of a thengand vears 
the last of the philosophers of Greece 
were forced to seek refuge with the Per- 
siti kings after an edict of a Christian 
emperar evicted them from Athens.

There is still much to he excavated at 
Miletus, The work is in good hands, 
and in a few years Mr Theodore Wie- 


gand, working in behalf of the Berlin 


Museum, will have laid) bare the entire 
city, 
‘PRIENE 


Priene, thatiks to the Industry and en- 
ery of the Germans, is now completely 
excavated, something like cighty rectan- 
gular squares having been brought to the 
light of day. As the visitor at Pompei 
sees before him an almost perfect Roman 
provincial town of the time of Pliny, so 
at Frene one is enabled to look at an 
lonic city of the days of Alexander, The 
Germans have completed a wonderful 
work at Priene. The same thoroughness 
and workmanship with which they build 
a ship may clearly be seen in the skillful 
manner in which this city was brought to 
the light of day. 

The chief mterest in: Pricne is to. be 
fond in the pores houses, which date 
from the fourth century B,C. The most 
of these houses show that they were occu- 
pied by peaple accustomer! to luxury and 
art. ‘There was a courtyard in the tmid- 
dle, as inmost of the houses in the (orient 
today, upon which opened halls and 
chambers. [In some of them were several 
sleeping rooms,-and mary had a second 
story. The walls of the first story in 
many houses are still standmyg, and deco- 
rations of various kinds may still he seen, 
Some idea will be given of the size of 
many houses when | state that they are 
50 by So feet. The interior furnishings 
were also on a scale in keeping with the 
exterior proportions of the dwellings. 

The houses-in the coast cities oF Asia 
Minor, even three thousand vears ago, 
were fitted out with the most sumptious 
tables, chairs, beds, and cirpets. In other 
words, Hellenic genius and love of art 
was nat only applied in rearing. inimitable 
temples and statues, hut the sense of the 
beatiful was also carried inte the heme, 

Priene was. a great religious. center, 
and this accounts for the number and 
beauty of the temples.

It is not known when Priene was alto- 
gether abandoned by its inhabitants, but 
it is probable that the city was so thor- 
qughly cestroyed by an earthquake that 
its citizens retired ta Ephesus and 
Smyrna. 

CO)OrHtin 


Colophon claimed to be the birthplace 
of Homer; About 65§ years B, C it was 
one of the tet important cities: in the 
lonian Union, aed celebrated far and 
wide for opilence ancl Itxury. ln. 287 
B.C. King Lysimachus removed a part 
of the inhabitants 1 Ephesus. With the 
excefition of two or three wars, Colophon 
serms to have always had a preity peace 
fil time of it, and during six hundred 
yenrs of its histoty the inhabitants sic- 
cessfully pursued the arts of commerce 
and agriculture. 

The bores of Colophon were the most 


noted in Asin Minor, and the forests 


grown upon the hills above the city were 
the special pride of the people, One 
might alriost say that so much attention 
was paid by these people to their forests 
that the effects of the same, in this par- 
tietar district, are felt to this day; tor 
of all the trees | have this far seen tm 
the Vilavet of Smyrna there is nothing to 
compare with the magnificent pines which 
grow in the region of old Colophan—a 
pitiful reminarit of the vast forests which 
must once have skirted the whole ¢oust 
of this country. ‘That the climate and 
soil cf this section are oworrderfully 
adapted to the production of timber i 
amply demonstrated by the presence ot 
large qttantities of edible mushrooms anc 
other fungi usually tnknown to dry at- 
mosphertcs. 

Colophon is surrounded by a great 
wall, which was constricted fram the 
mmense boulders af the strrounding 
hills, These rocks were chiseled! into 
large squares and placed one upon the 
other without the tse of cement, None 
of the mins about Colophon are of 
Roman origin, Everything visible to the 
eve helongs to the very earliest period of 
Colophion’s history. 
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The ruins of Colophon lit between two 
exceedingly picturesque Turkish villages. 
The artist who, through the ¢nermach- 
ments Of tedern indtistrial enterprises, 
no. longer finds mm New England or-else- 
where the old mill an the floss, the house 
with the seven gables. or the romantic 
wayside inn should pack up his casel and 
brishes and come to Asiatic Turkey. 
Here he will find subjects for his talents 
such as few other coutitries possess. 

In the villages of Deétrmnendere and 
Trantsha, near Colophon, for ¢xample, 
he will find Turkish life and enstoms at 
their puresi—such as they have ever 
been during the past six hundred years ; 
Houses constrocted of mud bricks with 
straw roots: fatticed windows, from be- 
hind which peer the encaged females; 
coffee-honses, wherein ait the torbaned 
Turk cross-legped, listlessly. smoking a 
nargileh or sipping coffee in Oriental in- 
dolence; labyrinthian street< shaded by 
Plane and poplar trees, with stately 
camels and dwarfish donkeys; niajestic 
groves of cypresses, and neglected ceme- 
teries studded with a wilderness of tr 
regular headstones; on the miniret of the 
near-by mosque there ts the never-failing 
stork; then there are brooks spanned by 
quam! bridges; around these villages 
there are green meadows enclosed by 
winding lanes; and beyond all these, im 
the background, rise up the rent: of 
ruin—old Colophon. 

[t is a steep climb to the necropolis of 
Calophioan, but the effort will be rewardec 
by the sight of many tombs, all of which, 
however, have been opened. Same of 
these tomibs “are built in the shape of 
square towers, but the greater part are 
dither ron! or elliptical in nature, very 
similir it appearance to the tomb of Tan- 
tales at old) Stmovrna, and evidently dating 
from about the same period, ‘Today the 
necropolis is covered hy a thick growth of 
tall pines, and the tombe must le searcher! 
for among the trees, At one of these 
large tombs the guide given me by Mr 
Van Lennep explained that when. the in- 
terior of the tomb: was opened two skele- 
tons were found lying side by side, one 
of a man am! the other of a woman, evi- 
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dently husband and wife. The man was 
Iving on his back and the woman on her 
face. Among the conjectures offered in 
explanation of this, ane of the zajitiehs 
milvanced the theory that the woman was 
buried face downward, so that the good 
lady could not talk too much in her sleep, 

Cin descending from the acropolis we 
were tet tear the village of Deirmen- 
dere by a dignified Turk, who invited us 
ro become his guest to the extent of hav- 
ing some coffee. | cheerfully accepted 
lis hospitality and our host escorted us 
through the village, striding on before 
with an empty double-barreled shot-gun 
over his shoulder. His house consisted 
of two stories, one room above and one 
below, with a somewhat shaky stairway 
leading to the one above. Arriving there, 
we were informed that we could either 
tike coffee in the yard below or in the 
room upstairs, which belonged to the 
laches of the diminutive harem, 

Upen our choosing to drink. coffee wp- 
stairs, we were infonned that the women 
must first be remover, ancl as we as- 
centied the rickety stairs four of them 
were brought out on the small veranda 
and placed side by side with their veiled 
faces toward the wall while we filed past. 
lor the first time I found myself in the 
iwelling-place of a village Turk of the 
lawer class. There were no chairs in the 
ron ; two mattresses stretched on either 
sie of a lighted fiteplace were covered 
with Turkish nigs of the cheaper quality. 
Reclining upon these floor divans, we 
watehed our host prepare the coffee. 

Tt is a custom of the country mounted 
pales to surrerider their rifles to their 
host dmiiediately upon entering, the 
household, and in this instance our. body- 
euard® Jaid their weapons on the floor, 
I learned upon this occasion that it 1s also 
the custom of the police, in this part of 
ihe coutittry, to carry tinloaded rifles—a 
circumstance which does not increase 
their eficiency, if they should be called 
re he defend the stranger against 
riganeds.

less generally known than that 
( which stretches from the mouth 
of Chesapeake Bay to northern Florida. 
The coastwise steamships shun the 
prosinity of the treacherous sands, and 
the curiosity of the average passenger 
respecting the shore is more than satis- 
fied by a glance along the long, low line 
of dull gray strand trending in hopeless 
monotony to the obliteration of the hori- 
zon, Indeed, so low is this coast that 
Mount Cornelia, north of Saint Johns 
River, Florida, which is only 63 feet in 
height, is nevertheless the sci elevated 
pg between Norfolk, Virginia, and 
ev West, Florida. 
nes interest im this coast develops 
only upon prolonged association with it, 
for there is in the vast expanse of its 
lonely swamp lands a mysterious attrac- 
tion which, like a mirage, leads us on- 
R ari though ‘but to the allurement of our 
wipe. 
Bawtraden is greatly facilitated by 
the conntless number of tidal creeks and 
estuaries which meander tortuously 
through the grassy flats, and by extensive 
sounds, such as'those of Albemarle, Part- 
ico, (Core, and Bomue, whose calm 
waters he protected from) the Atlantic 
waves behind narrow harriers of sand 
chanes. | 
Thus it is that with a vessel drawing 
fixe feet ane may pursue a winding way 
thrivugrls these creeks and sounds down 
nearly the entire length of this coast, and 
only oceasionally be obliged to put out to 
sea. Indeed, the only considerable ocean 
passadte is that between Beaufort, North 
Carolina, and Charleston.

Upon such an exploration one passes 
from the repion of chestnuts and beeches, 
throwgel the pine barter s of the Caro- 
lings, to the palmetto groves of northern 
Florida > and thus from the temperate re- 
gions to the border lanils of the tropics. 

Nor i$ this region altogether one of 
desolate flats of swamp grass bending 
rhythmically to the breeze. It may even 
be beautiful, as where in North Carolina 
the Pasquotank: River wanders through 
the avenues of an over-arching forest. 
Here, in the shadows of the fern thickets, 
under the canopy of the woods, is the 
haunt of the bittern, the heron, and the 
mink, in a region where primeval mature 
still knows naught of man's encroach- 
Tent. 

At Norfolk, Virginia, we leave behind 
us the hardwood of the Chesapeake re- 


‘gion and enter a land where the tall, 


straight trunks of pime trees ‘stand in 


‘stately monotony in every view. The 


trees keep a respectful distance apart, so 
that the noonday sun penetrates to their 
roets and falls pon the coarse grasses 
which cover this forest land. Here and 
there one sees a young pine tree resem- 
bling a green fox+tail thrust upright into 
the pround_ | 

From northern Florida southward the 
ever-present bayonet-palm usurps the 
space. under the pine trees. Ite scaly, 
trimks interlace - everywhere: 
over the sary scil, and only its low- 
Iving clusters of serrated leaves thrust 
upward to the Imht. No forests are 
more iiniinteresting than are the pine har- 
rens infested by the impenetrable thickets 
of this hayonet-palm, The hard yellow 
green of its bristling leaves obtrudes it- 
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self everywhere in dull uniform ugliness, 
a fit covering for the hideous rattlesnake. 

Far: different are the cypress, which 
cluster around the border of nearly every 
fresh water pool in the Carolina-Florida 
region. Their tall trunks stand like tem- 
We calunms under the dark shade, Like 
ee misshapen fingers, the so-called 
“Cnees of the cypress point upward 
shave the slapmiaint water. darkened by 
their exudations: Here, im the silent 
gino, live the water moccasin, the vul- 
ture, and the alligator. 

The live-oak, that noblest tree of our 
southern forests, flourishes from the 
zouthern peart= ef North Carolina south- 
ward. [t= long, gnarled hrhs; sweeping 
ontward jn contorted! curves, present an 
un-oaklike appearanee, but the relation- 
ship of the tree is seen in the wavy mar- 
gins of its eruall, dark leaves and in the 
minute acorns. Southward from South 
Carolina the bibs of the live-oaks are in- 





fested by that beard-bke plant, the 
“snanish moss, which, by the way, 1s not 
a moss, but a plant allied sumewhat re- 
motely to the pineapple. 

Vader these liveamks we are im a som 
ber tegion of twilight, where the boughs 
acer to whisper as their burden of droop- 
ing mass swings to. and’ fro, Such is the 
canopy which a reverent mitre has 
reared over the stately cemeteries where 
sleep those whose spirits ruled! in the by- 
pote dave of the oli) Seuth, whenour ma. 
tion still fostered a feudal aristocracy. 

In the heart of the live-calk region hes 
quaint olf Charleston, sleeping in the 
memory of its brave and eventful past. 
There uw a decidedly French tone to its 
architecture, for here the Hugnenct was 
daminant.

There 1s a mournful 
dignity in the oqmet city, living even now 
in the atmosphere Of a time long 
and nowhere 2s this felt more deeply than 
when m the moonhirht one sees the ime 
of the fine old horse front the beaut 
tery wall and get their iaces toward the 
broad expanse of the harbor. The 
noon srays @lint along the barrels of old 
cannon that speak mitely ot an listorne 
past, and darkly outlined against the sea 
ward horzoan above (he shiunmering rip 
ples of the bay lies old Fort Sumter, The 
prass nay erow between the cobblestones 
of the streets along the water front, and 
the vultures may flock each mic ning to 
the ancient market toof: but doe not u [ce 
things comport with the repose of that 
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tossed up upon the shore by winds -and 
waves, and then have become cererted 
one te another, forming a coherent mass. 
This cementing of the orginally separate 
bits of shell is due to the cissolving power 
which rain or sta airy Mies for en 
carbonate especially if the water be more 
or less impregnated with carbon dioxide, 
due to the decomposition of decaying veg- 
etable or atimal matter. Water thus 
charged dissolves the limestone of the 
shells, and then, if the solution. evapo 
rates an drving, the hmestove is precipi- 
tated, thus fastening the shells together 
by means of littl bridges of lime rock. 
So hard does this rock finally heeame 
that its surface nings with an almost me 
tallic sound when struck with:a hammer, 
and ws long-as frost does not affect it. 
weathering only serves to harden it still 
further. So well does this rock mam- 
taint itself in a warm climate that cme 
may still distern the details of the coat 
of arms of Spain cut into the rock above 
the aally-port of Tort Marion at Saint 
Angiistine. ; 
We frst meet. with ledges of coguma 
rock on the shore of North Carolina, one 
of the most northerly being. on the beach 
at the old (‘Confederate Fort Fisher, 
north of Cape Fear, ‘The shells here 
are largely nuxed with silicious sand, 
but at Anastasia, Florida, the coquina 
is composed almost exclisively of 
shells, All ‘of the rocky islands of 
the Bahar: are toilt up of fragments of 
sea shelis-and other limestone rembants 
of marine animals or plants. ‘These frag- 
ments have been pounded into fine sand 
by the surf, and were then blown inland 
to he cemented hv the min water into 
rock, This wind. or molian, rock, as it 
is called, forms hills fully 250° feet in 
height. A most interesting cut through 
it has been made at the “Queens Star- 
way,” itt Nassau, Balamas, where the 
cide walls reveal the effects of every 
wind-storm of the past informing the 
rock. , 
Among the historic relits along our 
coast, none are more remarkable than the 
old Spanish fort at Saint Aneustine, 
Florida, now inappropriately called 
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“Fort Marion. It is the only preten- 
tious medieval building in North Amer- 
ita, and, saving for the old guns which 
have utfortunately been removed, it is 
in a nearly perfect state of preservation, 
with moat, turrets, portentlis, sally-port, 
ind) crenated parapet, now pray with 
moss and lichens: Once it wis Spain's: 
proudest stronghold in North America, 
ani although the Spanish king com- 
ploined that for less cost he might have 
had a fort of solid silver, yet its worth 
was proven when in 1741 Oglethorpe's 
defeated forces retrented from. its walls. 

Much of the native charm of old Fort 
Marion has been idestroved through its 
accessibility to crowds of tourists; m- 
deed, it is one of the few really interest- 
ing places along our southert coast 
which is easily reached. 

Simailler than Fort Marian, but fasei- 
nating in its isolation, is. the Spanish 
fortress of Matanca, near Matanzas Inlet, 
eiehteen miles south of Saint Aupustine. 
It stunds upon the banks of a tidal creek 
in the midst of a desolate swamp. The 
settling of the old fort has riven the mas- 
cive walls from’ base to summit. ‘Trees: 
cluster over the deserted parapet, where 
old cannon lie cverthrown. and covered 
hv a tangle of vegetation. Owls and 
bats live in the rooms once occupied by 
its Spanish masters; yet in times gone 
liv the old fort appears to have bravely 
withstood the shock of battle, for many. 
fragments of iron shrapnel may be found 
buried within its coyninma walls—possibly 
relics of Ogicthorpe’s unsuccesstul siege: 

Aeraee the creek, by the side of this: 
anéient fort, is the beach where, in 1965, 
Don Pedra Menendez de Aviles broke 
his promise of quarter to the captured 
French Hugvenots and murdered Jean 
Ribault and goo of his followers, For 
this ‘dastardly act he was rewarded by 
the Spanish king by the title of “Mar- 
qiis of Florida.” The story is fasci- 
natingly tald by Parkman in his “Pio- 
neers of France in-the New World.” 

Apart from the cities of Charleston, 
Georgetown, and Sayannah, which 
abound in reminders of the historic past, 
there are many other hiteresting places 
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along the line of the coast. Such are the 
strongholds of the civil war ;.among them 


Port Fisher, the attack upon which is 0 
interestingly described by Admiral Evans 
in his “Sailor's Log.” There is also the 
‘beach at North island, South Carolina, 
where, on the mght of April 24, 1777, 
Lafayette landed! in Anverica. 

Our southern coast is‘a remion of simn- 
shine free from the coastal fogs: that are 
so cotnmon north of Cape Hatteras. [hn 
winter, however, beware of days when 
there is something almost liquid] in the 
sparkling clearness of the sky and when 
a genial balm is in the air, for on a sud- 
den great rolling masses of black clouds 
loon over the northern horizon and there 
comes toaring down upon one a woll- 
like wind, the raw coldness of which can 
only be appreciated by those who have 
‘been tts victimes. 

Wher all is said we must still be over- 
cotne by the impression of desolation and 
of gloory which is imparted by our south- 
ern coast. Jt is the region of the wind- 
ing estuary, lost in-an ocean of waving 
reeds; of gmarled off live-oaks, with 
their funereal pendants of Spatish moss 
dangting like old gray beards from the 
boughs: of dark stagnant pools, with 
the evnress towerme like silent sentinels 
around their mivsterions depths: of brist- 
ling thickets of bayvonet-nalm, and’ of 
monotonous wastes covered — sparsely 
with the pine tree. 
rAvIxG THE TREXALTY OF WANTON WASTE 

Everywhere one mors the wanton 
destriction of interesting animal life, 
which might have been preserved to fas- 
inate the naturalist and furnish leet 
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mate sport for the hunter, The streams 
which once were the resort of myriads 
of water fowl are now silent and de- 
serted. The wild turkey, the: deer, and 
the are now, very rarely met witht. 
The alligator has become extinet over 
wide areas, the fisheries are declining, 
aid the forests themselves are falling he- 
tore the axe or withering under the 
wasteful bleeding of the turpentine m- 
(lustry. 

In Florida especially the people have 
heen most short-sighted in their failure 
to respect the game laws, and the state 
which might have retained unrivaled 


attractions for the sportsman and the 
naturalist has beeome largely barren of 


interest for bath. Almost the only cffi- 
cient protection of bird life in Florida. is 
that under the auspices of the national 
Audubon societies; who, sopported by 
private subscriptions, have in same meas- 
tire aueceeded in the preservation of the 
shore birds, although they must nearly 
alwavs labor in opposition to the local 
sentiment of the people. 

~The impending rain of the forests and 
extinction of the game.in Florida are 
strely depriving ‘the state of ane of its 
chief attractions for the intelligent trav- 
eler, That something ts not done to -se¢- 
cure efficient conservation of Florida's 
existing resources of game anid forests 
seems the more remarkable in view of 
the well-known result of the wiser policy 
of Maine, wherein their preservation has 
caused an annually increasing: reverie to 
monr into the State, and this source of 
income is now the chief support of the 
population of its northern counties,

TEMBERS of the National Geo- 
graphic Society and every person 
interested in geographic science will long 
remember the Jate Daniel (C. Gilman for 
the leading part he has taken in geo-

first prominent position which Dr Gilman 
held was the chair of physical and polit- 
ical geography in Sheffield Scientific 
Schoot from 1856 to 1872. THe then ac- 
quired that liking and appreciation for 
e study of geography which chiracter- 
ized his professional career. 

As. President of the University of Cali- 
fornia, of Johns Hopkins University, and 
later of the Carnegic Institution, as au- 
thor and again as editor-in-chief of the 
mapnificent New International Enevelo- 
pedia, he always recogrized the great 
importance of geographical research. 
Dr Gilmar was one of the earliest mem- 
bers of the National Geographic Society 
and often addressed its meetings, and has 
always been actively identified with its 
work.

The num- 
ber of slabe on each side ranges from 
2ho to 360, This nuniher, as well as the 
length and quality, varies with the 
cies and the size of the whale. he 
longest sinbs are in the middle of each 
side, and they pradually decrease in 
length toward the ends of the jaw. 
When the whale's mouth is closed, the 
baleen fits into deep prooves;: when the 
mouth is opened, the baleen springs for- 
ward so as to fill entirely the space be- 
tween the jaws, permitting the water to 
pass through, but imprisoning the small 
mollitsks typon which the animal feeds, 

The lower edge of each slab of baleen, 
as it hangs from the upper jaw, is 
ftinged with hair which resembles that 
of a horse's mane or tail, init is coarser 
and more brittle when dry.
